ſome I have betore pointed out: one of the greateſt is 
in the Education of Youth. The Encreaſe of Boarding- 
Schools for Boys is an Evil of worſe Conſequence, I tear, 

than moſt Perſons are appichenſive of: the unwary 
among the wealthy Citizens, and indeed among our 
Families of Birth and Fortune, are teinpted to fend 
their Children to ſuch Places by the vain Promiſes of 
the illiterate and taſteleſs Teachers, who undertake to 
inſtruct them in every Part ot Literatyce with more 
Expedition than is uſed in great Senses; We Conſe- 
quence of which is, that ninety-nine in an hundred 
are ſent more awkward Blockheads into the World than 
Nature made them: they are rendered knowing ſcarcely 
in one Branch of Learning, tho awhile under the Pre- 
tence of being inſtructed in all. It Parents would en- 
quire into the Qualifications of Maſters of {ſuch Schools 
as I am here ſpeaking of, they would find them inſuffi- 
cient to anſwer their Expectations. Theſe preſumptuous 
Undertakers (for no better Appellation do they deſerve) 
conſiſt chiefly ot Clergymen, whole Wants are not only 
confined to the Goods ot Lite, of 1gnorant diflenting 
Miniſters, and of hungry Scotchmen, who are ready to 
undertake whatever is propoſed to them ; rather than not 
eat, they will engage to ſuſtain the Labours of Hercules, 
or to eaſe Atlas of the Weight of the World. It a wile, 
a virtuous and vigorous, Generation 13 worth our Care, 
this is a Caſe worthy the Conſideration of our Legitla- 
ture: the natural Vigour ot a ſprightly Mind is depreſ- 
ſed by ſuch a groveEling Education; and the unhappy 
Youth is ſent into the World among Ven an untormed 
Creature, and, like the Owl among Birds, is otten for— 
ced to retire from all ſocial Haunts. This is not the 
only Inſtance of wrong Education: too many of our No- 
bility and other Families of Diſtinction are roo haſty in 
ſending their Sons abroad, and too inadvertent in their 
Choice of Tutors : when young Men are lent into fo- 
reign Parts without any Knowledge of their native Coun- 
try, pertected in no Language, unfurniſhed with Princi— 
ples of Religion, Philoſophy, Policy, or OEconomy, 
and with Tutors uncqual to the great Work of Inſtructi-

on, (as all are who cannot diſtinguiſh Beauty from De- 
formity in Compoſitions of Writing,) they are likely to 


return Home with little more than Acquiſitions of ill 
Habits, and unimproved Years, 


When long Practice has fo well confirmed the Benefits 
of an Education in great public Schools, previous to that 
in our own Univerſities, Nothing but an unaccountable 
Perverſeneſs and miſguided Judgement can make Men re- 
cede from an Education, to which many of their Forefa- 
thers owe the illuſtrious Characters with which they are 
cloathed in our Hiſtories, The Mind, that is naturally 
well formed for the Reception of beautitul Images, will 
always find an early Advantage in a right Education; 
and many, to whom Nature has not been very kind in 
beſtowing on them a quick Apprehenſion, will by ſuch 
an Education be made capable of paſſing thro Life with 
Approbation, tho not with Applauſe, 


As the principal End of this Diſcourſe is to ſhew the 
Connection between good Tale and good Manners, an 
Examination into the early Approaches of Depravity 1s 
neceſſary: I ſhall therefore hercafter diſtinguiſh ſuch 
public Places of Diverſion as promote good Tate from 
thoſe which are deſtructive of it.
